Why a dole? When there is absolutely nothing to pre 
vent every man and woman in the United States from 
building and owning his or her own bridge. And the In- 
ternational No-Got Corporation, which came to the front 
last week with its Economic Stabilization Plan, has de- 
termined on two simple systems for individual bridge 
building which puts a bridge within the reach of all. Noth- 
ing is required except a little grit, the courage to get 
started and the will to win. 

Under System No. 1 the builder either writes to one 
hundred friends and asks for $500,000 from each or 1000 
friends asking for $50,000 donations. This will provide 
the capital necessary to build a structure similar to that 
which now links the states of New York and New Jersey. 

With System No. 2 no cash is required, being designed 
for those who do not have one thousand friends who have 
$50,000 they can lay their hands on, right this minute. 
The builder merely asks for donations of material, pick- 
ing up a strand of wire here and a 
girder there, until an adequate supply 
is assembled. 


nN either case, the work will pro- 

gress rapidly and within four years 
the United States will have become a 
nation of bridge owners. Further- 
more, the nation will not be subser- 
vient to its bridges, as it is now. Its 
bridges will be subservient to the 
users. All bridges will be adjustable 
and movable—anyone requiring a 
bridge on a moment’s notice needs 
only to call up the service department, 
then pay a nominal fee. 

But that is a minor consideration. 
The chief message that comes as a 
result of linking the states of New 
York and New Jersey with a single 
span is that the income of the span, 
after twenty years, will be $20,000,- 
OCO a year. 

And yet this nation, the greatest 
and most progressive of all, is still 
considering the dole!

AVING already seen “The School 
For Scandal” so many times 
and being so familiar with it 
that I could not only jump in at a 
moment’s notice and act all the parts 
but paint the scenery and dance a 
piquant minuet to boot, I couldn't, 
try as I would, work up the necessary 
interest to go around and see it again 
in its latest incarceration at the Ethel 
Barrymore Theatre. At five o'clock 
in the afternoon the old critical sense 
of duty had me by the ear for a mo- 
ment, but by six o’clock I was waver- 
ing, by seven o'clock I was wavering 
twofold, and by eight-thirty I was 
sitting at a charming dinner party a 
mile away from the theatre, enjoying 
myself immensely. All of which may 
have nothing to do with dramatic 
criticism, but it has considerable to do 
with dramatic critics. In the view of 
this one of the species, these endless 
revivals of all too familiar plays pro- 
vide the opportunity only for so much 
critical supererogation, together with 
the call to dissipate evenings that 
might be employed personally to in- 
finitely greater profit. After he has 
seen a comedy like Sheridan’s twenty 
or thirty times, and often acted with a 
high competence, there is no reason 
in the world why a critic should spend 
more time upon it. He has said all 
he has to say about it; that’s all there 
is, there isn’t any more. So if you 
wish to read the old stuff all over 
again, you have bought a copy of the 
wrong magazine. 
* * 
T virtues of S. N. Behrman’s 
comedy, “Brief Moment,” as pre- 
sented at the Belasco by Guthrie Mc- 
Clintic, are several. It is witty; it is 
literate; it is intelligent and percep- 
tive in its handling of character; it is 
excellently staged; it is drolly acted 
by Francine Larrimore, who has never 
given so good an account of herself, 
and a skilful company; and it provides 
in the main agreeable light entertain- 
ment. Its faults, soon forgotten in 
the wash of its virtues, lie in the 
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author’s oceasional confusion of some 
very swell with 
what he doubtless regards as literary 


coon phraseology 
writing, in an obvious fear of devel- 
oping this or that essentially dramatic 
situation lest he be thought even re- 
motely conventional, and in a routine 
interruption of any and every poten- 
tially serious moment with a laugh, 
lest in turn he be thought not suffi- 
ciently sophisticated. Nevertheless, 
there is so much that is genuine in the 
play that it overshadows such critical 
defects. Among American writers of 
comedy, this Behrman is surely one of 
the most gifted. 

In the presenting company one dis- 
covers Alexander Woollcott, formerly 
a play reviewer for various New York 
newspapers. He contributes a highly 
personalized and amusing, if 
perhaps not altogether couci-couci 
histrionic, performance. Now that 
Mr. Woollcott has turned stage actor, 
Heywood Broun has become a star in 
a song and dance show and Robert 
Benchley is found from time to time 
a headliner in musical shows and a 
popular figure in movie comedies, we 
may any day expect to see Percy 
Hammond, presently of the Herald- 
Tribune, taking off his clothes and 
standing on a pedestal in Earl Car- 
roll’s Bolero number, Brooks Atkin- 
son, at the moment critic for the 
Times, blowing flour through a tele- 
phone in one of the Minsky Brothers’ 
classics, and your correspondent— 
himself in person—knocking them out 
of their seats in a big revival of “The 
Venetian.” 

To return to the play. I observe 
that one of my remaining confréres 
in the critical art makes this point 
against it: “Mr. Behrman has created 
for his central character a man who 
industriously qualifies his soul down 
to a hair’s breadth, an intelligent in- 
trovert ... who is always doubtful 
and always overcomplicated. This is 
Roderick Dean of the play .. . and, 
of course, the most difficult person to 
expose in the necessarily overstressed

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terms of the drama. The whole point 
about the Roderick Deans is that they 
do not, very often, do anything; the 
chief point about the central charac- 
ter of a play is, of course, that he 
does a great deal.” May I presume to

W E’VE got to do something about 


ourself and the Mr. J. K. Win- 
kler, who writes all those biographies. 
We've always been in powerful sym- 
pathy with Mr. Winkler’s idea of 
what constitutes a good biographical 
subject, and we've always felt we'd 
like to love him as a brother for dar- 
ing to attempt to work out honestly 
on these subjects: tough little fellows 
like our Mr. Hearst, or our Mr. 
Rockefeller, or our Mr. Morgan, the 
un-munificent. However, Mr. Win- 
kler has a habit of understatement or, 
if you wish, underestimation. Mr. 
Winkler has courage but not enough. 

With his newest, “Incredible Car- 
negie,”’ we feel Winkler has at once 
done his best and his poorest job. Un- 
questionably the book is much the 
most uninhibited job Winkler has 
tried, considering all the bugaboos of 
libel, press-agent collaboration and 
plain fear that threaten him every 
time he sits down to doing a portrait. 
He seems to have achieved a clear 
and true angle on the Iron Master 
and written away at the old chiseler 
for all he was worth. 

But it seems to us there is some- 
thing dull about the uncanny little 
Scotchman. Carnegie lacked in stat- 
ure to sit for a portrait. There wasn’t 
enough to him to fill the canvas. True, 
you could paint into his portrait a 
picture of all those hundreds of mil- 
lions that he accrued. You might even 
paste a list of the moral and social 
accomplishments of the bagpipe lover 
in the empty spaces left (if any)— 
it still remains but a worthy and 
unexciting life. For money _ isn’t 
everything, and all Scotchmen are 
alike, once you get the essential idea 
of their canniness and love of por- 
ridge. In fact, all you never quite do 
understand about them is that they 
see something musical in the sound of 
the bagpipe. And Carnegie was just 
a Scotchman who loved his mother, 
his dollar, but not his business pal. 
He chiseled his way to a fortune and 
was always ready to cut a throat to 
gain an honest dollar. But he was of 
such fine moral fiber and lacked so 
much in piratical coefficient his deeds 
lack salt and glamour, however dirty. 

Which still leaves us Mr. Winkler’s 
best friend and severest critic.

rn. Ermer Harris is a dramatic 
cousin of the men who write 
sketches for Earl Carroll's shows. 
While not so squalid as these dramatic 
relatives of his, his taste still calls for 
a good scrubbing. What is more, he 
has a certain hypocrisy that the afore- 
mentioned sketch writers, whatever 
their faults, do not share. The latter 
are at least forthright in their sex 
business; there is no hedging, no 
tricky evasiveness. What they say, 
they say—and you can take it or leave 
it. Harris, on the other hand, tries to 
conceal his smutty intentions behind a 
moral scrim. After each dose of rubigo 
he inserts into his manuscript a bit of 
moralizing in an attempt to persuade 
his audience that, deep down, he is on 
the side of decency and public virtue.
